The fall of Count Berchtold and the appointment 
as his successor of the Hungarian Burian is the 
most significant event that has transpired for some 
time. It discloses an acute crisis in the affairs of the 
alliance, though after the climax has passed. 

Had Berchtold been replaced by an Austrian it 
might have been explained by Austrian politics. But 
the appointment of a Hungarian almost amounts to 
a surrender of Austrian hegemony and proves that 
Hungary was so profoundly dissatisfied with the 
course of events that it was ready to resort to the 
most radical measures.

LA SALLE’S PROGRESS, 
OR years the Illinois valley has had 
more than its share of smalipox. 
La Salle, in the middle of the dis- 
trict, was frequently complained 
of. For some years, first in my 
official capacity and later as a newspaper 
man, I received complaints from people 
in and around La Salle. 
In April, 1912, a La Salle mother, fear- 
ful for her children, complained that cases 
of smallpox in La Salle were endanger- 
ing the people. I wrote to the health 
officer of La Salle, telling him of thecom- 
plaint and asking him to send a state- 
ment to be printed simultaneously with 
the complaint. He replied that he would 
handle contagion as he saw fit and we 
could go to. Shortly it appeared that he 
did not understand his people. 
la Salle reorganized its health depart- 
ment. It now has one of the model de- 
partments of the country. The milk 16 
being inspected. The town wells are 
being examined. The city water supply 
is closely controlled. The garbage is 
removed. Yard privies are being banished. 
There is inspection in the city schools.

The new pope, Benedict XV., has toet 
no time in reéstablishing the diplomatic 
relations with Russia which were in- 
terrupted towards the close of the reign 
of his predecessor, Pius X. 

One of the envoy’s brothers spent some 
time in New York as represenzatlve of 
a syndicate of Russian newspapers and 
is now at the head of the press bureau 
of the department of foreign affairs at 
Petrograd. Their mother was by birth 
Princess Olga Chilkoff.

The Nelidoffs, like the Chilkoffs, have 
played a notable role at the court of 
Russia and in Petrograd society for the 
last 100 years, and there are few names 
that are held in greater regard by the 
imperial family than that of Sophie Nel- 
idoff, great-grandmother of the Russian 
envoy to the vatican. 

She was the wife of Gen. Nicholas Nel- 
idoff, general aid de camp of Emperor 
Paul, and an object of the most intense 
infatuation on the part of that eccentriv 
monarch. ° 

Instead of deriving any personal ad- 
vantage from his admiration, she devoted 
her influence with rare unselfishness to 
reconciling him with his unhappy con- 
sort, Empress Marie, and to alleviati.g 
the lot of the victims of his semi-insane 
tyranny. 

Indeed, there has never been a favorite 
of a sovereign who was so generally be- 
loved and whose memory is held to this 
day in such kindly respect by her coun- 
trymen as Sophie Nelidoff.

Thus the Rheinisch Westfaelische Zei- 
tung (the Rhine-Westphalian News), 
which is one of the leading organs in 
the rich western provinces of Prussia, 
relates how the other day a well known 
Dutch banker on his way back from 
Berlin to Amsterdam, via Aix-la-Cna- 
pelle, was arrested by’ the German Au- 
thorities near the frontier and searched. 

The $150 found on him in the shape of 
German gold ten and twenty mark pieces 
was seized by the authorities, German 
paper money being given to him in its 
stead, in addition to which he was 
brought before a local police court and 
sentenced to a fortnight’s imprisonmeat 
at Alx-la-Chapelle for infraction of the 
laws prohibiting the export of gold, his 
protests to the effect that the money 
was merely needed for his traveling ex- 
penses falling on deaf ears. 

Americans proposing to travel in Ger- 
many will do well to take to heart this 
story, which I-eul not from English, or 
French papers but from a reputable or- 
gan of the German press which speaks 
approvingly of the treatment meted out 
to the Dutch banker. It is a treatmeat 
to which any American may be subjected 
who happens to attempt to leave the 
German empire while having gold coin 
about his person.

He is eighth baron of his line, lord 
lieutenant of Selkirkshire, and thirteenth 
Laird of Harden. 

The Scotts of Harden became Lords of 
Polwarth through the marriage of the 
tenth Laird of Harden with Lady Diana 
Campbell, daughter of the Baril of 
Marchmont, who was also Lord Pol- 
warth, keeper of the great seal of Scot- 
land and lord marshal of the realm. 

Failing male issue, the Marchmont 
earldom lapsed on his death, but his 
barony of Polwarth passed to his daugh- 
ter, Lady Diana, and from her to her 
son, Hugh Scott of Harden, who thus 
became the sixth Lord Polwarth. 

The pregent holder of the title is his 
grandson and is twenty-third in direct 
male descent from Uchtred Fitz Scott, 
who flourished under David I. and was 
one of the witnesses to the two charters 
granted by that king to the abbeys f 
Holyrood and Selkirk in 1135 and 1130. 

The Duke ef Buccleuch and Queens- 
berry also claims the chieftainship of 
the clan of Scott, but his pretensions are 
untenable, since he is descended only 
in the female line, whereas Lord Pol- 
warth can trace his ancestry in an un- 
broken male line to the founder of their

“He is clearly mistaken,” said Mr. 
Frear, referring to this statement, “ be- 
cause this bill before us shows we are 
rushing headlong into a waterway debt 
that already reaches stupendous figures. 
It covers wasteful expenditures for pri- 
vate purposes that have become a public 
scandal. 

“ We have adopted about 100 new proj- 
ects, some good and some wasteful, carry- 
ing $101,000,000, all of which are now 
hammering hard and loud on the treasury 
doors. 

“ This bill carries 172 new surveys, of 
which approximately 40 per cent will be 
approved and add about $70,000,000 tothe 
preceding amount, reaching in these three 
items alone $420,000,000 in future obliga- 
tions. 

Points Out Joker in Bill. 

But this does not include all the ele- 

ments in this rapidly growing national 
indebtedness. In the bill before us carry- 
ing $34,000,000 is an item of only $150,000 
for a Mussel shoals water power project 
on the Tennessee river, but on investiga- 
tion we learn it is an entering wedge tor 
an $18,700,000 private project. 

“If one power project in Alabama takes 
$18,700,000 of government money, where 
is the limit? Again, the Mississippi river 
land reclamation scheme, for which the 
government has paid scores of millions, 
is without limit in amount or waste. It 
gets from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000 annually 
in every bill 

“The Mississippi scheme is duplicated 
in principle by the Sacramento river 812, 
600,000 land reclamation project, also in 
this bill having the indorsement of the 

committee and army engineers.“

An article appearing in the columns of 
the University of Chicago Daily Maroon 
yesterday advocating a new scheme for 
the conduct of athietics by which the 
members of all teams would * 
ated a big stir on the campus. 

Im the articie entitled Why Not Pay 
Athletes?” the remuneration of football 
players as the first step in the new sys- 
tem was advocated. Because the men 
who take part in work on student publica~ 
tions receive the profits of their papers, 
the college journalist held that the ath- 
letes taking part in a different form of 
money-producing enterprise, should not 
be discriminated against in the distribu- 
tion of profits. The student editor likened 
the football players to men taking part 
in college dramatics under different or- 
ganizations, who receive the box office 
proceeds for their organizations, and 
the varsity team debaters, who are given 
scholarships for their work as repre 
sentatives of their alma mater. 


Others Share in Profita- 

Editors and managers of the Daily 
Maroon receive a share in the profits of 
their paper, wrote the editor. Man- 
agers of the Cap and Gown annual pub- 
lication are sharers in the protits of their 
work. Tne Blackfriars get all the profiles 
from their annual play. The debaters are 
given scholarships for their work. This 
causes no comment and is accepted as a 
condition which is perfectly fair. Namely, 
the man who works hard in this form ot 
work, which, while being a university 
organization, is at the sametimea money 
making undertaking, is entitled to the 
profits resulting from his work. 

“ Judged by the same standards, why 
not pay our athletes? Particularly the 
members of the football team? They work 
hard for the university organization 
known as the football team, which is a 
money making enterprise, the receipts — 
from football being something like $20,- 
000 more than the expenditures for this | 
sport. Why not give the players a share

Morrison Darnell underwent examination 
by state and federal authorities yester- 
day and all three of his “ wives” ex- 
pressed the intention ot prosecuting him,

“I'm not married to any of them,“ he 
said, thereby bunching the separate and 
individual renunciations he already has 
made with regard to each of three wom- 
en who have borne his name and been ac- 
cepted as his wife during the last three 
years. 

In an answer to the suit for divorce filed 
by Doris Helen Vaughn Darnell, the 17 
year old Chicago girl who swears she 
was married to, Darnell last November, 
the much married“ minister not only 
denied the charge of infidelity but fur- 
ther refused to admit that he had ever 
merried Doris Vaughn. e 


Father Turns Against Him. 

With all three wives and both the state 
and federal government on his trail, Dar- 
nell found that the one friend he had 
depended upon entirely was being slowly 
urned against him through sympathy and 
admiration for one of his three possible 
laughters-in-law. This friend is his 
father. 

The elder Darnell returned to Chicago 
from Owatonna, Minn., with a statement 
of sincere respect for Ruth Soper Darnell, 
the Minnesota wife who has a 5 months 
old baby. Although the baby carries the 
name James Morrison Darnell Jr.,“ the 
minister has denied that he is the father 
of it despite the fact he introduced the 

Soper girl as his wife to his Kenosha con- 
gregation. 

Any man that isa man will never deny 
his wife and the mother of his child.“ 
was the remark made by the elder Darnell 
to his son when the latter demurred to 
questions concerning the legitimacy of 
the Minnesota baby. That baby looks 
exactly like you,“ concluded the father 
with a trace of grandfatheriy pride in his 
voice. g 


Another Victim Reported. 
Another girl victim of Darnell is now 
an inmate of the State Reformatory for 
Girls in Minnesota, according to dis- 
| patches from Owatonna, the home of the 
| Soper woman. The report is that this 
|girl has made a statement holding Dar- 
‘nell responsible for her downfall. 

Members of the state board of control, 
in charge of the reformatory, refuse to 
divulge the name of the girl, but it has 
been given out that she swears Darnell 
ruined her life while he was pastor of 
the church she attended and later in- 
duc d her to go to Minneapolis and enter 
a life of shame.

To supplement the discrepancy in the 
county clerk’s record concerning the 
Darnell-Vaughn marriage, the Rev. 
Myron E. Adams, who performed the 
ceremony in Chicago last November, 
made affidavit during the day that he 
had officiated at the union. 


Tells of Ruse by Darnell. 

Darnell in an effort to escape the re- 
sponsibility for this marriage declared 
that it was not valid because there had 
been no return made on the marriage 
license. Dr. Adams explained this by 
saying that after the ceremony Darncll 
secured the license from him on the ruse 
that he would mail it to the county cler. 

It became known during the day that 
Ethel Spurgeon Darnell, the young wom- 
an who says Darnell married her in De- 
cember, 1911, in Chicago, is a granddaugu- 
ter of Israel Spurgeon, who at the time 
of his death twenty years ago was ore 
of the wealthiest land owners in south- 
ern Illinois. .

HARRISON SENDS LETTER, 


While Chicago policemen were reading 
& personal letter of appreciation and en- 
couragement sent to each man on the 
force by Mayor Harrison, the city’s regu- 
lar “daily murder” was staged on the 
south side last evening. 

Two of the quick fingered robbers whose 
operations were responsible for the may- 
or's appeal to the police walked into the 
office of the E. L. Hedstrom Coal com- 
pany, 105 West Twenty-fourth street, with 
revolvers drawn. When James Keating, 
the 69 year old night watchman, reached 
for his own revolver one of the robbers, 
supposedly a negro, opened fire. 

Keating fell, mortally wounded, with a 
bullet under his heart. He was still alive 
at midnight, but physicians at the Wes- 
leyan hospital, where he was taken, said 
he probably would die before morning.

U. S. SEIZES GEMS WORN" 
BY QUEEN OF SHEBA ONCE. 


Turk’s Two 18 Carat Diamonds, 
Worth Big Sum, Held for Alleged 


New York, Jan. 14.—Treasury agents 
today seized from A. Anpikadjian, a resi- 
dent of Constantinople now in this city, 
two egg-shaped diamonds, weighing 
more than eighteen carats each, and are 
said to have been worn centuries ago 
by a queen of Egypt. The diamonds are 
said to be of great value, not only be- 
cause of their size and quality but be- 
cause of their antiquity. 

Collector of the port, Dudley Field Ma- 
lone, directed the seizure of the jewels, 
which, it is claimed Anpikadjian failed to 
declare to the customs officials when he 
arrived in the United States on Oct. 10 
last. : 
Upon being questioned after the seizure 
of the diamonds, their owner said he had 
purchased them in the jewelry market at 
Constantinople from an Egyptian prin- 
cess, who declared they had been in her 
family for centuries and had been worn 
at one time by the queen of Sheba, 

Counsel for Anpikadjian contended 
that the diamonds were artistic an- 
tiques, free from duty, and that his cli- 
ent had shown them to the custom of- 
ficers upon his arrival and they had
